Tho oleotiona m Frotioo have pro- 
dnoed a now phuso in tho French chars 
■fcoter — tho people soom to be gradually 
imbibing Eoglisb Ideas. .This may 
possibly arise irom juxtapoBliion and 
the lolimate felaiSons which now bind 
the two nations in Iho oloaesb of alli- 
ances— the friendship and esleom oi 
the peoples one for the other. It Ib 
impoBsible to find two other nations in 
the world so likely to remain for a 
lengthened period on terms of tho 
warmest amity. The genlas of the 
countries is bo dissimilar, their cl'Or- 
BOtoi isucs SO disliriot, that there Is al- 
ways Bomolbing which they oun. ad^ 
mire in one anoLber, and each has its 
featuroa ibiU tho olhor deairrs to 
imitaie. It is thus that l''o Iborou-hly 
national sport, hor-^o-racing, bocumo 
trannplanlod, although its peculiarly 
John Bull type mado it bIow in lakin- 
root amonir-t ihc less robust sonsd 
la belle France. Tbo writer frequcnily 
"assisted" a' races in that cuuntry 
• thirteen years ago, \vhon tho Bpecta- 
tors, exclusive of tho oceupauts ol llio 
grand stand, would not have encircled 
the coarse had tboy joined hundu; the 
races were then held at, tho Champs de 
Mars,in tho vicinity of Paris. Tho 
case is now very diff erent, tho French 
people are not so readily afifocied wiih 
la gloire, and seek more substantial 
results tor their efforts. Horseraces 
are now the rage, and the same surging 
mass of human beings may be seen on 
a French coarse as are generally to bo 
found on an English one. From sim- 
ilar causes the French eleoiions have 
assumed a perfectly English guise, and 
the same mrbalonce' and disorder has 
marked the late exercise of the tran« 
chise in Franco. The efifeots likoly 
to follow in that great country are 
a revolution as extraordinary, 
though a peaceful ono, as that lately 
ocbioTod in Spain. Imperialism ia 
fast losing its hold upon tho mass, so 
that ere long we may seo Franco on- 
joying all tho freedom of a Couetilu- 
tional monarcby. Republicanism buH 
been tried and proved— as olsowhere— 
a failare. The Bourbons have too many 
unpleasant associations connected with 
them: their reiurn to tho tlirnnn is out 
of the question. Napoleon has doubt- 
less many enemies who would gladly 
assist in hurling bicn from his position; 
bat the most iuvotoraie amongMi ihotn 
cannot help admitting that ho has ex- 
hibited indisputable talents as a ruler, 
and a knowledge of the French char- 
acter far superior to any ot his prede- 
cessors. It is, then, very probable that, 
preferring a peaceable revolution with 
his seat upon the throne secure, he 
may accept the sltaation and concede 
to the people gradually full and Proper 
representation, with responsible gov 
ernment. By this means he would 
cot only conolUaie the people but 
would draw to hia side a very large 
and popular class that now forma the 
opposition. We are. however, of opin- 
on that this would meet with de- 
tormined opposition from tl.o Church 
party, the red republicans and the legi- 
timalists, hfcau>o in each case tbcMr 
occupation would be gone. Thu (piesliuii 
then remaina whether the streii^ih of 
these factions addud to that ol the war 
party is too much for the liberal tenden- 
cies of Napoleon. We are inclined to 
think not, at the same lime iho world ih 
80 accustomed to coups de main in France 
that tbe probability is still on the cards, 
that the Emperor may bo forced to go 
to war to preserve his balance. There i--* 
one thing certain that the Freucb pe- plo 
are now begioning to look at things 
in a more mutter of fact woy, and 
tbe docih maneer in which they formerly 
obeyed the bohosts of Government or its 
agents has pas-ed away forever. It la 
no doubt a little galling that the way 
they have of showing tbeir gratitude 
to the Ediperor for loosening 
their liords to the extent he has 
already gone, is shown by immediately 
turoiny round upon him, lilfc so many 
Oliver Twihts, and asking for more. 
There ia every indicaMon that oonBii- 
tulional monarchy will Hoonor or later 
bo the lorm of govorntnont adopted by 
tho most onlighloned uations'in tho 
world, as being more in consonance 
■with natural prooUvi'.ies^ yet securing 
the most porlbcl freedom. Tho sug- 
gestion which eppeared in il»o tclet;raui 
the other day, to the effect that the 
dlstDrbanoes had been fomented by 
tbe Government of Franco, was tho I 
emanation of Ignorance and bud taute. 
Sunh ibiogB wore possibib a hundred 
and fifty years ago, but not now; tbo 
rule of vmichards In Franco no longer 
exists, notwUhstanding tho veritable 
ftooouota^ VHoli ^apg^i^r.anjetjo** from 



correspoDdonts in jonrnalB throughout 
tho United States. The.world is ovi% 

dently advancing, audit Would be an 
absurdity to suppose tho most eolight- 
onod nation in the world would lag in 
tho roar.

We named tho 4th of July last 
as our mutual duy of death. On that 
day Veronika arranged to meet nio nt

poBO to die. About lO at night wo sat 
down on sotno greon sward and there 
determined to dio. Veronika sat at 
ray rijjht side, and afkod nio lo shoot 
her. 1 hold tho pistol to her breast, 
but, at tho last moment strength for- 
sook me, and the pistol dropped from 
ray hand. An inner voice said to mo, 
'murderer.' Voronika picked up^be 
pistol and forced inu lo take it, in my 
hand again, and she now put the vvea- 
poo to her heart and budo mo tiro. I 
pressed the trigger and Voronika sank 
down dead at my side. I muHt have 
shot her through the heart. When I 
saw that she was dead I rose t > kill 
myself, but somehow I hold iho pistol 
away, and after 1 tired 1 found inyHclf 
wounded only in tho left arm. 1 had 
no other umtnunition, and, therefore, 
roturoed to Huseowiiz lor the purpose 
of buying more powder and shot, and 
then to follow my beloved Veronika.
